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College gives property back to city

PAINTSVILLE — Avoiding legal action, the 
Paintsville City Council and Midway College came 
to an agreement Tuesday concerning property con- 
veyed to the college in 2011 for a pharmacy school. 

The agreement gives the property at Teays 
Branch back to the city, which is now free to use it 
for other purposes. 



The city council in August gave Midway Col- 
lege final notice to return the property to the city or 
face legal action. 

A release agreement conveying the property 
back to the city was approved by council during a 
special meeting Tuesday morning. 

“Midway has not been able to obtain accredita- 
tion for the pharmacy school, but Midway believes 
it has the right to use the Real Property for other 
accredited academic programs under the terms of 



the 2011 Agreement,” the release agreement says. 
“(The) City disagrees with Midway and believes 
that Midway is now obligated to reconvey the Real 
Property to City under the terms of the 2011 Agree- 
ment. Midway is now willing to reconvey the Real 
Property to City provided that Midway receives a 
release from City with respect to the 2011 Agree- 
ment that is effective upon such reconveyance.” 
Under the agreement, the city releases Midway 
from “all liabilities, claims, responsibilities or obli- 



gations whatsoever” connected to the 2001 agree- 
ment. 

Midway College announced in 2010 that it 
would open a pharmacy school in Paintsville but 
ran into accreditation problems as the project pro- 
gressed. In December, in an effort to make the 
pharmacy school a reality, Midway signed a letter 
of intent with the University of Charleston in West

Hearing 
ordered 
in Sluss 
case

FRANKFORT — The Kentucky 
Supreme Court last week ordered a 
judge to hold a hearing to determine 
the truthfulness of two members of 
the jury that convicted Martin County 
resident Ross Brandon Sluss of mur- 
der in the traffic-related death of a 
10-year-old girl. 

The high court ordered Martin 
Circuit Judge John David Preston to 
schedule a hearing within 60 days of 
the opinion to determine whether two 
jurors answered questions truthfully 
during voir dire. 

In his appeal, Sluss raised 16 
issues, but the opinion said “consid- 
eration of the remaining issues on 
appeal except for the directed verdict 
question is abated pending resolution 
of the juror issue.” 

The Supreme Court concluded 
that the trial court erred in not giving 
full consideration to Sluss’ s claim of 
juror misconduct, “which is founded 
on a question of first impression 
alleging that jurors may have lied 
during voir dire and juror bias through 
the use of social media websites, 
namely Facebook.” 

“The case is therefore remanded 
to Martin Circuit Court to hold a 
hearing on whether the jurors 
answered voir dire questions truth- 
fully, and, if not, the extent of expo- 
sure the jurors had to the Facebook 
account of the victim’s mother, and 
whether that exposure, if any, tainted 
the jurors to such extent that it was a

disbarred

FRANKFORT — Citing his guilty 
plea to felony tax charges and “exten- 
sive” past disciplinary actions, the 
Kentucky Supreme Court issued an 
order Sept. 20 permanently disbarring 
former Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Feo Marcum from practicing law in 
Kentucky. 

Marcum pleaded guilty in June 
2011 to six felony counts of failing to 
file state income taxes from 2004 to 
2009. He was sentenced in February 
to three years in prison. 

The Supreme Court upheld a rec- 
ommendation by the Kentucky Bar

miscarriage of justice to allow 
them to participate as jurors in 
Sluss’s trial,” the opinion said. 

The opinion says that Sluss 
is entitled to an additional hear- 
ing to investigate potential 
juror misconduct. 

“Evidence was presented 
after trial suggesting that the 
two jurors were ‘friends’ with 
April Brewer, on the social 
media website Facebook dur- 
ing the trial, despite their indi- 
cation during voir dire that they 
did not know the victim or her 
family or the circumstances of 
the case,” the opinion says. 

April Brewer’s daughter, 
Destiny, was killed in a head- 
on collision in Martin County 
in which three others were 
injured. 

One of the jurors stated in 
voir dire that she did not use 
Facebook, the opinion said, but 
Sluss provided screenshots 
showing the two jurors were 
friends of Brewer, the opinion 
said. 

It was noted in the opinion 
that “a juror who is a ‘Face- 
book friend’ with a family 



member of a victim, standing 
alone, is arguably not enough 
evidence to presume juror bias 
sufficient to require a new tri- 
al.” 

“As with every other 
instance where a juror knows 
or is acquainted with someone 
closely tied to a case, it is the 
extent of the interaction and the 
scope of the relationship that is 
the relevant inquiry,” the 
Supreme Court ruling said. 

Sluss was sentenced to life 
in prison in April 2011 for con- 
victions of murder, first-degree 
assault, two counts of fourth- 
degree assault, second-offense 
operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol/ 
drugs within five years and 
tampering with physical evi- 
dence. 

Sluss was arrested at the 
scene of the June 25, 2010, 
crash and initially charged with 
DUI and four counts of wanton 
endangerment; however, dur- 
ing his arraignment in district 
court, Special District Judge 
Dan Sparks amended one of 
the charges to murder to reflect 
the death of Destiny Brewer. 

The indictment said he 



wantonly operated a motor 
vehicle under circumstances 
manifesting extreme indiffer- 
ence to the value of human life, 
thereby creating a grave risk of 
death and or serious physical 
injury to another person which 
resulted in serious physical 
injury to Blanche Robinson 
and three other children. 

The indictment also says 
that Sluss is a previously con- 
victed felon. 

The jury recommended a 
life sentence for the murder 
charge, which means Sluss 
won’t be eligible for parole for 
20 years. Jurors also recom- 
mended 20 years for the first- 
degree assault; 12 months in 
jail for each of the fourth- 
degree assault charges; six 
months for second-offense 
operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence and five 
years for tampering with physi- 
cal evidence. 

The jury recommended the 
charges be served consecutive- 
ly; however, Preston said 
Thursday that state law requires 
them to be served concurrently 
due to the life sentence for 
murder.

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Lawrence deputy honored 
for actions after tornado

LOUISA — Lawrence 
County Sheriff Garrett Roberts’ 
chief deputy, Mark Wheeler, 
was awarded the Medal of Valor 
by the Kentucky Sheriffs’ Asso- 
ciation during a ceremony at the 
Galt House in Louisville Sept. 
20 for his efforts during the 
recent tornado that claimed the 
lives of two people. 

Roberts recommended 
Wheeler for the award. In his 
letter making the nomination, 
Roberts talked about the tornado 
from March 2 and the fact that it 
was something Lawrence Coun- 
ty had never experienced. He 
also talked about the tornado 
touching down at 6:15 p.m. in 
the left Fork of Little Blaine 
Road, with possible entrapment. 

“As the first responders go 
en route trying to cut their way 
through all the downed trees and 
debris, Wheeler, home at the 
time, radioed me asking if I 
needed him to respond,” Roberts 
said in the letter. “His home and 
family just live two miles away 
from the scene. Getting approxi- 
mately one mile away, he con- 
tinued on foot through the dark, 
heaving rain, falling trees and 
debris to get to the residence. As 
he got closer, he came in contact 
with the first victim of the tor- 
nado, a 15 -year-old boy walking 
in a daze down the road. This is 
when Wheeler knew it was 
worse that first expected. The 



home of this young boy had 
been picked up turned upside 
down, landing in the middle of 
the road with three other people 
trapped inside.” 

The grandparents and the 
boy’s sister were still inside, the 
letter said. 

“Not thinking of his own 
safety, he knew what had to be 
done, those people needed help. 
With debris falling all around, 
Wheeler made his way inside 
the home, all the while trying to 
keep this young man calm, 
where he found the Grandpa 
seriously hurt but talking, the 
14-year-old sister confirmed 
dead and the 69-year-old Grand- 
ma entrapped,” Roberts said in 
the letter. “With all his determi- 
nation he was unable to free the 
Grandma. The top of the home 
had fallen across her. She stated 
to Wheeler that she was not in 
pain, just trapped. Knowing this 
was not the place of the original 
call, he assured them he would 
get more help and went to the 
next residence to assess the 
scene. There he would find 
another older male with a bro- 
ken leg. Wheeler continued to 
keep calm relaying information 
to dispatch for the first respond- 
ers. When he returned to the first 
home the Grandmother had 
passed away. Wheeler stayed 
with the young man and the 
Grandfather until fire units were 
able to free him from the debris. 
The Grandfather was taken to a 
hospital in West Virginia where 



he was treated for severe head 
trauma.” 

Roberts said Wheeler “ 
showed true bravery on this 
night” and made him “proud to 
have him as part of my team 
with the Lawrence County Sher- 
iff’s Office and for the Kentucky 
Sheriff’s Association.” 

“True to the Law Enforce- 
ment Motto to serve and protect. 
With this being said, it is my 
honor to nominate Wheeler for 
the KSA’s Medal of Valor 
award.” 

A letter dated July 2 was also 
written by the family of those 
lost during the tornado in which 
they recommend Wheeler be 
commended for his heroic 
efforts. 

“There is no words to com- 
pletely express how grateful my 
family is to the entire Lawrence 
County Sheriff’s Department, 
however one deputy, Mark 
Wheeler stands out as going 
above and beyond the call of 
duty and of God in his rescue 
efforts,” Glen Chaffins, Karen 
Wodd and family said in their 
letter. “The comfort he brought 
to my son’s and I in bringing us 
the terrible news that we had lost 
my mother, Joyce Chaffins and 
my young daughter, Samantha, 
we were devastated. Deputy 
Wheeler showed kindness, con- 
cern and good moral fortitude in 
the days and weeks that fol- 
lowed. Wheeler and his family 
came to help us time and again 
in recovery efforts and brought 



my heart the solace I so badly 
needed. I would like to see this 
deputy receive commendation 
for his heroic efforts.” 

The chairman of the KSA 
Awards Committee sent a letter 
to Roberts dated Aug. 27 notify- 
ing him that Wheeler was 
approved for the award. 

The Medal of Valor may be 
presented to a sworn member of 
a sheriff’s agency who, as a 
result of law enforcement action, 
distinguishes themselves by an 
act of bravery, at imminent per- 
sonal danger to life. 

Wheeler has been employed 
with the Lawrence County Sher- 
iff’s Office since March 2004. 
He is a 1992 graduate of Law- 
rence County High School, and 
he and his wife Kerry have been 
married for 18 years. They have 
two children, Allison and Drew. 

Wheeler graduated from 
Ashland Vocational Technical 
School in 1994 as a diesel 
mechanic and served in the 
United States Army from August 
1996 to October 1999 as Kiowa 
Warrior Armament/Missile 
Repairer. 

Wheeler graduated the 
Department of Criminal Justice 
Training in Richmond in 2004 
and was promoted to the rank of 
chief deputy with the Lawrence 
County Sheriff’s Office in 2009.

Larry and Sandara Blanton 
have not reportedly made con- 
tact with anyone except their 
son since Sept. 5, and Johnson 
County Sheriff Dwayne Price 
says he has reason to believe 
something bad has happened to 
the couple. 

“Their son, William Blan- 
ton, lives in a trailer they own 
and it’s located on their proper- 
ty,” Price said. “When we inter- 
viewed Willie, he said that he 
saw them last Sunday around 7 
p.m. and that they were in an 
unknown blue Nissan. He said 
they told him they were going 
to go to Florida on vacation and 
get away for a while. I entered 
the vehicle into NCIC on Satur- 



day and an alert was issued, but 
we’ve still heard nothing.” 

Price also said the couple’s 
cell phone had not been used 
since Sept. 5 and that he has 
subpoenaed their bank account 
records, but has not yet received 
them. 

“The vehicle, their cards, 
their clothing and their cell 
phones are still at the residence, 
and the only one who has sup- 
posedly spoken to them since 
Sept. 5 is their son,” Price said. 
“I feel that is suspicious and I 
will keep the investigation 
going. Her mother is the one 
who reported them missing. She 
said she called for one whole 
week and that Willie finally 
called her back and told her 
they went camping. She report- 
ed it on Friday.” 



William Blanton said in a 
television interview that “it’s 
not like them to leave.” He also 
said that his parents left eight 
days ago, saying they were 
going to Florida on vacation, 
but he also said that he’s never 
known them to go on vacation. 

Price said his office has 
done a walk-through on the 
property. 

“We plan to use every 
resource,” Price said. “We are 
coordinating and will be using 
dogs later this week if we still 
haven’t heard anything.” 

Anyone with information as 
to the couple’s whereabouts is 
asked to contact the Johnson 
County Sheriff’s Office at (606) 
789-3411. Callers can remain 
anonymous. 
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Virginia to explore the possibility 
of opening a branch of that uni- 
versity’s pharmacy school at the 
Teays Branch location.

If approved, the proposal 
would have established a four- 
year pharmacy doctorate pro- 
gram in January 2012 at the 
Paintsville campus, where Mid- 
way College had begun renovat- 
ing a building. 



Paintsville Mayor Bob Porter 
said in May that Midway “will 
return the building and property 
to us and we’ll figure out what to 
do with it.” 

“Millions have been spent, 
and it’s in better shape now than 
when we gave it to them,” Porter 
said in May. “It’s a beautiful 
building and there’s been a lot of 
excavation work done on the 
property for parking. We’re look- 
ing for interested parties.” 

Midway College said in a 
status report issued in June 2011 
that it had received 437 applica- 
tions for its inaugural class at the 
Paintsville location and that 77 
award letters had been delivered. 

As of May 16, 2011, the phar- 
macy school had hired 17 faculty 
members and employed a total of 
25 faculty staff members, the 
report said. 
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MARCUM: Ex-prosecutor 
disbarred by Supreme Court

Association Board of Gover- 
nors to disbar Marcum, who is a 
former commonwealth’s attor- 
ney for Johnson, Lawrence and 
Martin counties. 

“In this case, the six felonies 
for committing crimes that 
reflect adversely on the law- 
yer’s honesty, trustworthiness 
and fitness as a lawyer would be 
more than sufficient to merit 
permanent disbarment,” the 
Supreme Court order said. 
“Including his previous disci- 
plinary record and his failing to 
respond to a lawful demand for 
information from a disciplinary 
authority, there can be no doubt 
that the Board was justified in 



recommending permanent dis- 
barment.” 

The KBA Inquiry Commis- 
sion issued a charge against 
Marcum on Feb. 28, which was 
served by the Franklin County 
Sheriff’s Office on April 3, 
charging him with two counts 
of violating Supreme Court 
rules. 

Marcum filed no answer to 
the charges and the board con- 
cluded by a vote of 19-0 that he 
was guilty of the violations, 
according to the Supreme Court 
order. 

In agreeing with the board 
of governors’ recommendation 
to disbar Marcum, the Supreme 
Court also considered past dis- 
ciplinary actions against the 
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attorney, including a public rep- 
rimand on May 14, 1992, for 
conflict in successive govern- 
ment and private employment; 
a public reprimand Oct. 26, 
2000, for communications vio- 
lation; three private admoni- 
tions; law license suspension 
Aug. 27, 2009, for 181 days; 
suspension for one year on Apr. 
22, 2010; and suspension for 
three years on March 24, 2011. 

Within 10 days from the 
date of the opinion, Marcum 
must notify all courts in which 
he has matters pending and 
notify all clients with whom he 
is actively engaged and must 
provide copies of the letters 
being sent to the office of bar 
counsel. He must also cancel 
and cease any advertising and 
pay $1,443.93 for the cost of the 
proceeding.

You’re checking out your 
Facebook news feed during 
your lunch break, and there’s 
your dear friend Lisa kindly 
giving away the surprise 
ending of the movie you 
planned to see this weekend. 

Erin, meanwhile, has just 
posted the 17th picture/video 
of the puppy she adopted a 
few days ago. 

And sure enough crazy 
Uncle Bob has checked in 
with another screed about 
the presidential campaign. 
You love him. But one more 
rant and you swear you’re 
going to unfriend him! 

As Election Day nears, 
extreme political posts can 
be especially maddening. 
Crazy Uncle Bob has a lot of 
kindred spirits on social net- 
works, and more of them 
come out of the woodwork 
every day. 

A Pew Research Center 
survey earlier this year found 
that 38 percent of social net- 
work users have been sur- 
prised by some of their 
friends’ political views. In 
what could be viewed as a 
win for tolerance and free 
speech, though, 82 percent 
of social media users said 
they didn’t take steps to dis- 
connect with someone 
because of differing views. 

Thanks to a variety of 
tech tips and tools, you can 
screen out a lot of the noise 
without alienating friends 
and family members, or 
unplugging yourself from 
the Internet. 

It’s easy to block updates 
from Facebook friends who 
are temporarily getting under 
your skin. Hover over your 
friend’s name, then hover 
over the Friends menu and 
deselect Show in News Feed. 

Selecting Settings under 
the Friends menu allows you 
to control the amounts and 
types of updates you receive 
from a friend. You can screen 
a friend’s status updates, life 
events and photos, for exam- 
ple, but continue to receive 
her music and video posts. 

Not in the mood for a 
Facebook quiz this week? 
You can hide stories and 
unsubscribe from any per- 
son, Page, group or app. 

If you encounter a politi- 
cal post or other story that is 
particularly annoying, report 
it as spam. That will remove 
it from your news feed, and 
Facebook’ s filters will try to 
block similar content in the 
future. 

For more industrial- 
strength filtering, install a 
browser extension such as 
Social Fixer http://www. 
komando.com/downloads/ 
category. aspx?id= 12250. 

Social Fixer lets you 
define rules - similar to 
email - to control what sto- 
ries you want to see and 
hide. You can quickly choose 
one or all of your friends, 
then choose to hide status 
updates, photos and other 
types of posts. The ability to 
add key words makes this 
free tool even more power- 
ful. 

Keep in mind that Social 
Fixer is a browser plug-in; it 
has no effect on your Face- 
book account or what you’ll 
see on a different computer 
or gadget. 

On Twitter, there isn’t 
much you can do to filter 
content short of blocking or 
unfollowing users. But Twit- 
ter’s own TweetDeck app for 
mobile http://www.koman- 
do.com/apps/category. 
aspx?id=8288 and desktop 
http://www.komando.com/ 
downloads/category. 
aspx?id=6818 contains a 
global filter in Settings to 
block people, words, and 
hashtags. 

You might also want to 
visit the extension galleries 
of Firefox, Chrome and 
Safari to find other plug-ins 
that promise to clean up your 
Twitter news feeds. 

If you like to watch mov- 
ie or video game trailers on 
YouTube, but avoid the site
